Houfe was perfect Matter of his own Time 
and as he might at his Pleafure fatisfy all his -

if his Health required, or his Inclination 
prompted him to Temperance, or even to. 
Abftinence, abfent himfelf from any Meals,.

~ Such a Perfon as this was certain to 
find a Welcome at Mr. dliworthy’s Table, 
to whom Misfortunes were ever a Re- 
commendation when they were derived 
from the Folly or Villany of others, and 
not of the unfortunate Perfon himfelf.

eafy; for we are not always to conclude, 
that a wife Man is not hurt, becaufe he 
coth not cry out and lament himfelf, like 
thofe of a childifh or effeminate Temper, 
But indeed it is poffible he might fee fome 
Faults in the Captain, without any Uneaf- 
nefs at all: For.
